TOKIO, Aug. 17.—Japan Saturday night sent an 
ultimatum to Germany, demanding that she withdraw 


her warships and evacuate Kiau-Chau. 


Unless Ger- 


many unconditionally accepts by August 23, Japan will 


take action. 


The text of the ultimatum has created a profound 
impression, although it had been predicted that Japan 
was making ready to participate in the war. 


The ultimatum is, in part: 


“First—To withdraw immediately from Japanese and 
Chinese waters German men-of-war and armed vessels of 
all kinds, and to disarm at once these which cannot be 


withdrawn.” 


-“Second—To deliver on a date not later than Sept. 15, 
to the imperial Japanese authorities, without condition or 
compensation, the entire leased territory of Kiau-Chau with 
a view to the eventful restoration of the same to China.” 


This, no doubt, means that Japan will be in the

It is

obtained the privilege of using tho 
consular rate in his travels. Fur- 
ther, it is known from statemonts 
he made that his expenses were paid 
by the government of the Kaiser 
and that he had am unlimited — ex- 
pense account. 

He visited all the prominent cities 
in western Canada. ‘He inspected 
bridges and telegraph communica- 
tion. He visited forifications and 
barracks. With the assistance of 
his countrymen he obtained an idea 
of the military organization and 
efuipment in the west. He found 
out how many Germans there wore 
in Canada and, again by usn of his 
assistants, discovered how they felt 
toward their country and what 
chance there was of their taking up 
arms on Cermany’s behalf in time 
of war. He made a thorough investi- 
gation of eveything which his gov- 
ermmiaent wished to know. Whether 
or not he started the organization 
of the Germans in Canada who are 
loyal to their fatherland is not 
known. Whether he arranged for the 
secret arming of these men is a 
question. It is known that he was 
a German officer, higher up, and that 
he took copious notes ,of a secret 
nature wherever he went.
